raine, was selected long ago by tho 
German general staff, in anticipa­ 
tion of just the situation that 
at 
present exists, is the opinion of Gen­ 
eral Sir John French and his staff. 
The stubborn resistance encountered 
is attributed to this fact. 
The war bureau today gave out an 
addition to last night’s report from 
the front, this one dealing with the 
operations of September 23 and 24. 
It confirmed the impression that the 
present battle is more closely 
re­ 
sembling a siege than anything else. 
Not Selected by Chance 
‘‘The operations of the 24th and 
25th,” says the 
report, “ found a 
growing resemblance 
to a 
general 
siege in every movement against the 
German positions. 
Naturally, 
the 
chief reason for this is the fact that 
the enemy is most strongly entrench­ 
ed, and his army is equipped with 
plenty of heavy artillery, all 
well 
mounted. 
It is very plain from ob­ 
servations by the 
British 
aerial 
corps that this position is not select­ 
ed by chance. 
In fact, it is certain 
that the entrenchments are of an al­ 
most permanent nature. 
The ene­ 
my had sufficient time solidly to en­ 
trench himself more than half 
way 
across France and the line along the 
Aisne had been put in condition be­ 
fore the battle of the Marne 
had 
entered its decisive 
phase by the 
German sappers. 
“ Because of this fact it is consid­ 
ered certain that its selection wras 
not a hap-hazard one. 
Instead, the 
Germans knew just 
where 
they 
were going and there are abundant 
evidences that the position actually 
was located by the German general 
staff in anticipation or just what af­ 
terward happened.” 
He-in force Von Boehm 
Advices from the front in France 
Indicate that the Germans are again 
shifting their troops. 
The 
Ninth 
German army, which is commanded 
by Gen. Von Boehm and holds the 
extreme right of the German line, 
has again 
been reinforced. 
It i3 
thus made plain the Germans real­ 
ize success hinges on holding their 
right until the Meuse line of forts 
can be demolished by the bombard­ 
ment now in progress. 
In order to prevent this, however, 
the French have 
drained 
troops 
from the region south of Belfort and 
have sent them into action with tne 
armies that are 
operating 
from 
Toul and Nancy. 
The result is that 
the fighting today seems to be c o n ­ 
fined to the extreme left and right 
of the line and to that part of the 
center between Soudin and the up­ 
per Aisne. 
The military authorities 
here declare that the allies intend 
to win the present battle if it takes 
every available man. 
They are extremely confident. Re­ 
inforcements are coming from every 
quarter. While no official announce­ 
ment is made, it is considered cer­
